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REMARKS / ARGUMENTS 


Claims 1-7, 15, 17-23, and 29-33 are currently pending this application. 
Claims 1-7, 15, and 17-23 have been allowed. The applicants thank the Examiner 
for pointing out the allowable subject matter. 

The applicants thank the Examiner for the telephone interview on February 
24, 2005 in which the Examiner indicated that a Notice of Allowance would be 
forthcoming if the rejected claims 24-28 were cancelled. The Examiner further 
indicated that adding new dependent claims 29-33 would be acceptable. 

Claims 24-28 have been cancelled without prejudice. The applicants reserve 
the right to pursue the claims in a continuation. New claims 29-33 are believed to 
be in a condition for allowance for depending from claim 1, which has been allowed. 

In view of the foregoing, Applicant submits that the claims pending in the 
application patentably define over the prior art. A Notice of Allowance is therefore 
respectfully requested.
